As 
m head of the Industrial Housing 
  Corporation, ho superintended the

I Until he was taken ill, Mr. Welch 
  also superintended the construction 
  of the Jared Sidney Torranco Me- 
  mortal Hospital, representing the 
1 heirs of Mr. Torrance In this 
I capacity.

Character 
Building Is 

Important
Asst. Supt. of L. A. School 

System Praises, Torrance 
Elementary School

"Modern educators consider char­ 
acter building of more Importance 
han the mere teaching of the ele- 

mentarles of arithmetic, grammar 
and science," Vierllng Kersey, as- 
istant superintendent of the Los 

Angeles school system, told Tor- 
 ance Rotarians at their weekly 
unchcon Thursday. 

In explaining the way In which 
teachers' in the local schools are 
endeavoring tq build character into 
the lives of boys and girls, Mr. 
Kersey said they tried to give the 
children the right attitude toward 
(1) work; (2) saving; (3) morals. 

Children are taught that they 
must apply themselves to real hard 
work if they are to succeed. They 
ire taught to save, not so much 
to accumulate, as to evaluate. They 
nust learn the value of time us 
well as material things, said the 
educator. 

In speaking of their method of 
nutllllng the proper moral charac­ 
ter into the minds of school chll- 
Iri'n, Mr. Kersey said they were 
aught to do right because It was 
right; and not because of the fear 
if being caught. 

Mr. Kersey spoke very highly of 
Jrinclpal Bell and the faculty of 
he Elementary School, which Is 

1 rcctly under the assistant super- 
nttmdtmt's direction. He explained 
hat ho could not speak for thu 
Ugh School, as hie work was 
nun- particularly with Elementary 
 Schools.

Torrance Man 
Dies Suddenly 
Thurs. Morning

Jere Van Andle Succumbs 
After Few Hours' Illness; 

Funeral Saturday
Tho county coroner performed 

an autopsy this afternoon and 
pronounced the cause of death 
a hemorrhage of the brain, re- 
 uhing from tha flu. 
Torrance business people and 

other friends were shocked Thurs­ 
day morning to learn of the sud­ 
den death of Jere Van Andle, pro­ 
prietor of the Van Andles Specialty 
Shop. 

What was at first believed to be 
3. cold in the head developed within 
a few hours to be a serious ail­ 
ment of the eyes or brain. The 
exact cause of his death will not 
be known until an autopsy is per­ 
formed. 

Mr. Van Andle complained of a 
pain in his head Tuesday, which 
became so serious by Wednesday 
evening that he was taken to the 
hospital. At midnight Wednesday 
he told Mrs. Van Andle that He 
was resting comfortably and asked 
her to retire. Soon after, he passed 
into an unconsciousness from which 
he never recovered. Death came 
at 4 a. m. Thursday. 

Jere Van Andle was born In St. 
Joseph, Mo. He came to Torrance 
21 months ago, where he opened 
a specialty shop on Sartorl ave­ 
nue, in which business he has been 
assisted by Mrs. Van Andle. 

The deceased is survived by h s 
wife; a son, Robert Van Andle, of 
ValleJo, Calif.; two sisters, Mrs. 
Minnie Judd of Council Bluffs, la., 
and Mrs. Fannie Holbrook of Kan­ 
sas City, Kan. A cousin, Mrs. 
Jack Houck, lives in Long Beach. 

Immediately upon the death of 
Mr. Van Andle, word was sent for 
Mrs. Van Andle's brother, John 
Holtog, at Oakland. Mr. Holtog 
arrived early this morning. 

The funeral will be held Satur­ 
day at 2:30 p. m! from the Central 
Evangelical Church, the Rev. F. 
A. Zeller officiating. Burial will 
be made at Inglewood, under the 
direction of Stone and Myers, un­ 
dertakers.

CITY DADS 

PROTEST
Board Feels That Majority of 

Voters Want Pave­ 
ment

PASS UP STREET LIGHTS

City Fathers Follow Wishes 
of Long List of Pro­ 

tests on Lights
The Torrance Board of Trustees 

at its meeting this week voted to 
pave Redondo Boulevard from 

1 Madrid Avenue to Madrona Ave­ 
nue, overruling the protests filed 
at a plevious meeting. 

At the same time the board 
abandoned proceedings for a new 
system of city lighting. > 

In explaining the action of the 
board in overruling the protests 
against the paving of Redondo 
Boulevard, Trustee Willis M. 
Brooks stated that only fifty-sir 
people had signed the petition out 
of a total of over 1400 voteri 
eligible to sign such a protest; 
and that of these1 fifty-six only 
seven were designated as owners 
of property affected. The law 
states that in order for the board 
to consider signers of protesting 
petitions, tho persons signing sucb 
a protest must stipulate that he or 
sho Is a property owner and where 
the property Is located. Only seven 
people who signed the protest 
specified that they were property, 
owners, and the property owned 
by these people aggregated eigh­ 
teen lots. 

Trustee Brooks stated, however, 
that the committee overlooked this 
omission In considering the pro- 
teats, and that, even assuming that 
all the signers were property own­ 
ers, they formed a very small part 
of the total number of people af­ 
fected by the proposed Improve­ 
ment. 

OTHER FACTORS 
There are many other factors. 

Trustee Brooks explained, which 
led the committee to believe that 
they were carrying out the wishes 
or the majority of the people by 
recommending thut tho street be 
improved. 

A communication from the Tor­ 
rance Chamber of Commerce to the 
Board of Trustees was read, aa 
follows:

Most of the executives who have 
studied Torranca from the stand­ 
point of locating their industries
